The  Sigma  Theta  Tau  International  Honor  Society  of  Nursing  (STTI)  has  named  MGH  Nursing  at  Two  Hun¬ 
dred  the  2013  recipient  of  the  Society’s  Nursing  Media  Award  for  Print.  This  International  Award  for  Nursing 
Excellence  honors  both  the  MGH  Department  of  Nursing  and  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association  and  was 
presented  during  the  Society’s  42nd  Biennial  Convention  in  Indianapolis,  IN,  marking  STTI’s  90  anniversary 
and  bringing  together  more  than  2,000  professionals  representing  approximately  30  countries.  The  Society  re¬ 
gards  MGH  Nursing  at  Two  Hundred  as  an  excellent  reflection  of  the  profession  of  nursing  and  of  MGH  nurses.

Our  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association  continues  to  actively  pursue  its  goal  of  supporting  nursing  edu¬ 
cation  &  elucidating  and  preserving  our  history.  Our  current  membership  stands  at  794  active  members 
(dues  paid);  1 159  inactive;  1855  “lost,”  (no  contact,  address  unknown).  Please  take  note  of  the  list  of  “lost” 
alumnae,  painstakingly  entered  one-by-one  into  this  publication  by  your  editor  at  the  end  of  this  issue. 

With  internet  access  and  our  past  Quarterly  Record  now  available  and  searchable,  we’re  hoping  we  can 
reconnect  with  many  of  those  listed.  Please  let  the  office  know  if  you  can  update  any  of  the  entries. 

Now  in  her  second  year  as  President,  Ann  Collins  has  led  the  group  through  some  complex  legal  and  fi¬ 
nancial  byways  to  achieve  some  of  our  major  goals  from  the  retreat  last  year.  Digitization  of  The  Record  is 
complete  and  it  is  revelatory.  The  history  contained  in  those  pages  is  priceless,  both  as  a  resource  for  our 
own  history  projects  and  for  others  exploring  the  history  of  nursing  and  of  women.  Instructions  for  access 
are  printed  in  this  issue.  You  should  try  it  out,  if  only  to  see  if  you’re  in  there.  Digitization  of  our  year¬ 
books  will  begin  soon,  and  there  are  additional  projects  in  the  queue.  As  we  update  our  website,  we  hope 
links  to  these  and  other  items  can  be  set  up  there.  The  support  and  expertise  of  the  Nursing  History  Com¬ 
mittee  under  Georgia  Peirce  has  been  invaluable  in  bringing  this  about. 

The  SON  Archive,  now  being  called  “The  Sherwin  Collection”  to  distinguish  it  from  other  nursing  arti¬ 
facts  held  in  the  MGH  Archives,  was  relocated  to  the  MGH  Warehouse  near  Sullivan  Square  in  Somerville 
from  the  IHP  in  Charlestown  on  September  16,  2015.  We  had  hoped  to  have  it  reside  on  the  main  campus 
but  space  constraints  there  prohibited  it.  Considerable  thought,  planning  and  even  some  construction  had  to 
precede  the  actual  move,  &  the  NAA  is  particularly  grateful  to  Patty  Austen  &  Sarah  Alger  for  their  contri¬ 
butions  in  gumption,  time,  problem-solving  and  muscle-power. 

My  apologies  for  the  lateness  of  publication  this  year.  My  work  was  interrupted  by  a  spell  of  acute  ill¬ 
ness  and  hospitalization  at  MGH.  From  the  perspective  of  our  SON  it  was  an  extraordinary  experience. 

My  nurse  in  the  Emergency  Department,  Joanna,  was  a  fellow  alumna,  class  of  1976,  who  has  worked  there 
since  graduation  (a  feat  in  itself!).  To  my  eye  she  moved  around  more  efficiently,  more  skillfully  and  more 
artfully  than  most  others  that  came  into  my  view.  When  I  arrived,  there  were  40  people  waiting  for  beds 
upstairs;  added  to  the  new  arrivals  it  was  very  busy  for  all  of  the  nine  hours  I  spent  there.  Besides  monitor¬ 
ing  me  closely,  sending  me  back  &  forth  for  diagnostic  studies  and  keeping  other  providers  on  track,  she 
saw  to  it  that  I  got  to  Phillips  House,  carrying  on  a  long  tradition  for  employees,  current  and  former,  who 
come  in  as  patients. 

The  Phillips  House  floor  was  one  which  had  been  run  for  many  years  by  another  alumna,  Barbara  Dun- 
derdale.  The  first  nurse  I  met,  a  night  nurse,  said  she  had  been  hired  by  Barbara  twenty-four  years  ago  & 
went  on  to  tell  me  that  10-12  of  the  staff  have  been  there  more  than  20  years,  most  of  them  hired  by  Barba¬ 
ra  &  still  following  the  standard  she  set  twenty  years  ago.  Also  interesting  was  my  conversation  with  the 
current  Director,  Bessie  Manley.  She  says  they’ve  had  a  large  influx  of  young  nurses  and  the  two  groups 
are  very  complementary  -  the  young  ones  teach  the  tech  side  of  things  and  the  older  ones  teach  the  younger 
ones  about  the  art  &  skill  of  nursing.  It  is  so  good  to  know  that  some  of  the  things  we  loved  about  the  place 
are  not  just  in  the  past. 

I  ran  across  this  quote  from  a  1928  speech  by  Sally  Johnson,  class  of  1910  and  Director  of  the  SON  from 
1920-1946,  which  seems  to  speak  to  the  traditions  we  all  carry  with  us  and  which  are  alive  and  well  at  the 
MGH. 

“You  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  place  this  school  holds  among  its  contemporaries.  These  stand¬ 
ards  have  been  given  to  you  as  a  precious  gift  from  the  founders  and  maintained  by  the  present  administra¬ 
tion.  It  is  your  right  only  in  so  far  as  you  have  made  yourself  worthy  of  the  school  by  doing,  as  individual 
nurses,  creditable  work.  I  beg  of  you  to  uphold  always  those  principles  which  have  been  here  demonstrated 
to  you  not  only  by  precept  but  by  what  is  far  more  important,  demonstrated  by  example.”  (Amen  -  ed).

Minutes 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:20  am  by  Barbara  Dunderdale,  Vice  President. 

Barbara  welcomed  the  membership  to  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Homecoming  and  introduced  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board.  She  then  encouraged  any  attendees  who  are  not  currently  members  of  the  association  to 
join  and  become  involved  and  provided  an  overview  of  the  past  year  as  submitted  by  Ann  Collins,  President. 

Presidents  Report:  The  alumnae  association  continues  to  be  solvent  and  successful  for  fulfilling  our 
philanthropic  goals.  The  endowed  funds  we  created  in  2009  are  thriving:  one  in  the  MGH  Department  of 
Nursing  supports  nursing,  education  and  research  initiatives  there;  the  other  in  the  MGH  IHP  supports  scholar¬ 
ships.  We  have  an  older  endowment  (begun  by  Sara  Parsons  around  1910)  that  is  worth  3.6  million  dollars;  it 
continues  to  fund  a  nursing  faculty  position  at  the  MGH  IHP  SON.  Going  back  to  the  1 800s,  some  of  our 
alumnae  invested  and  through  the  years  those  investments  have  grown  to  this  amount.  The  alumnae  continues 
with  annual  scholarships  for  IHP  students  and  our  own  graduates  in  the  names  of  Ruth  Sleeper,  Adele 
Corkum,  Miriam  Huggard,  and  Lloyd  Staats.  This  year  we  added  a  scholarship  in  the  name  of  our  friend  and 
colleague,  Mary  Caira,  class  of  1959  and  an  NAA  volunteer  for  over  50  years.  Mary  flew  up  from  North  Car¬ 
olina  this  spring  to  give  the  first  scholarship  to  a  deserving  student.  Mary  was  honored  in  this  way  to 
acknowledge  her  decades  of  service  to  this  alumnae  association  to  recognize  her  accomplishments  of  advanc¬ 
ing  her  nursing  education  while  simultaneously  working  full-time  and  raising  a  family.  The  alumnae  pur¬ 
chased  a  table  for  $10,000  at  the  fundraising  Gala  for  the  MGH  IHP.  Those  monies  also  support  scholarships 
at  the  MGH  IHP.  We’ve  also  been  addressing  our  second  mission  which  is  preserving  the  history  and  the  ar¬ 
chives.  With  the  help  of  the  hospital’s  history  committee,  chaired  by  Georgia  Pierce  in  the  Department  of 
Nursing,  we’ve  begun  to  use  21st  century  technology  to  preserve  our  history  for  future  generations  of  nursing 
students  and  researchers.  We’ve  moved  the  Helen  Sherwin  collection  from  the  Institute  where  it  had  been 
very  well  cared  for,  to  archives  in  Somerville  where  we  have  additional  artifacts  and  memorabilia.  We’ve  be¬ 
gun  to  digitize  the  Qucnlerly  Record  from  the  first  issue  in  1911  to  the  present.  We  hope  to  digitize  other 
items  from  the  Sherwin  collection  as  well.  We  would  like  to  thank  Patty  Austen  an  honorary  member  of  the 
MGHNAA  and  Sara  Alger,  Russell  Museum  Director,  for  their  help. 

Treasurer’s  Report:  Susan  Zahka  reported  that  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  2014,  the  MGH 
Nurses  Alumnae  Association  received  a  total  of  $48,  868.52  from  dues,  fund  drives,  donations,  bank  account 
interest  and  educational  and  Homecoming  events.  Of  this  amount  $35,  577.25  was  received  from  dues,  dona¬ 
tions  and  the  annual  fund  drive.  Our  accounting  firm  continues  to  keep  our  accounts  in  order.  All  office  and 
fiscal  duties  continue  to  be  assumed  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  A  copy  of  the  full  financial  report  is  on  file  in 
the  Alumnae  office  and  is  available  for  review.

Heslin  Fund 


Phyllis  Brissette  Heslin  was  class  of  1939.  Her  obituary  in  the  Quarterly  Record  of 
Spring,  1 999  notes  that  she  wrote  the  Question  &  Answer  column  in  the  AJN  for  “many 
years.”  She  taught  at  the  SON  for  a  number  of  years.  The  total  of  the  estate  received  in 
2002  was  $284,413.76  in  unrestricted  funds.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  2002  a  vote 
approved  the  use  of  the  money  for  historical  or  archival  purposes  and  the  promotion  of 
the  nursing  profession.  The  fund  has  been  used  to  substantially  support  the  Sundial 
commemorative  bronze  and  is  currently  being  used  to  support  our  oral  history  and  other 
history-related  projects,  including  the  archives  move  and  the  digitization  of  The  Record.

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Each  year  the  MGHNAA  gives  five  $5000  scholarship  awards  to  students  in  the  MGHIHP  School  of  Nursing. 
Each  of  the  awards  is  named,  with  three  going  to  students  in  the  MSN  program  and  two  to  students  in  the  Accel¬ 
erated  BSN  program.  Below  is  a  summary  of  the  criteria  for  each  award,  along  with  some  description  of  its 
namesake  and  the  name  of  the  student  who  received  the  award  in  201 5. 

Ruth  Sleeper  Scholarship 

Ruth  Sleeper  was  a  distinguished  graduate  of  the  MGH  SON  class  of  1922.  She  was  the 
Director  of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  and  Nursing  Service  from  1946  to  1966.  She 
worked  diligently  for  the  advancement  of  nursing  and  early  on  saw  the  need  for  higher 
nursing  education.  In  1945  she  helped  facilitate  the  affiliation  of  Radcliffe  College  with 
the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  that  continued  for  many  years.  Throughout  her  tenure  as 
Director  she  continued  to  encourage  the  expansion  of  nursing  education  and  promoted 
nursing  research.  She  was  a  national  leader,  having  been  the  National  League  for 
Nursing’s  first  president  and  having  received  the  prestigious  Florence  Nightingale  Award. 
She  had  a  vision  of  nursing  education  being  at  the  Master;s  level  at  MGH  and  actively  advocated  for  this  and  for 
all  health  professions.  This  led  directly  to  the  establishment  of  the  IHP.  She  was  much  loved  in  her  role  as  in¬ 
structor  and  as  Director.  She  was  kind,  gentle,  soft-spoken  but  firm,  always  allowing  time  in  her  busy  schedule  to 
teach  classes  and  work  with  students  directly.

Adele  Corkum  Scholarship 

This  Scholarship  honors  the  memory  of  a  beloved  graduate  of  the  MGH  School  of 
Nursing,  class  of  1934.  Her  dedication  to  the  School,  the  hospital,  and  the  Alumnae 
Association  was  immeasurable.  From  1934-1940  she  was  a  head  nurse,  assistant  night 
supervisor  from  1940-1942,  and  then  was  appointed  as  supervisor  of  the  White  Building 
surgical  wards  and  instructor  in  surgical  nursing  from  1942-1960.  In  1960  she  became 
the  Assistant  Director  for  the  Baker  Memorial,  the  role  in  which  she  served  until  her  re¬ 
tirement.  Corky  (as  she  was  known),  exemplified  the  qualities  of  leadership  and  disci¬ 
pline,  yet  she  was  a  strong  advocate  for  her  nursing  students  and  staff  and  showed  caring 
for  all  who  were  in  her  presence.  During  the  years  of  WWII,  sustaining  extracurricular  activities  was  very  im¬ 
portant  for  students  and  with  a  shortage  of  senior  nurses  available  on  the  home-front,  she  volunteered  her  time 
and  became  the  advisor  to  the  student  council.  She  had  keen  insight  into  the  needs  of  the  students  and  remained  a 
great  favorite  of  theirs.  In  words  said  by  her  minister  at  her  memorial  service  in  1986,  “Corky  was  our  friend  and 
mentor.  She  was  truly  a  mother  to  us  all.  She  animated  our  living  and  listened  to  our  fears.  She  guided  us,  disci¬ 
plined  us,  organized  us,  set  high  standards  and  expected  our  best  efforts.  She  made  lists  for  us,  gave  precious 
gifts  to  us,  and  even  named  our  transgressions  for  us.  But,  the  discipline  was  embroidered  with  compassion;  the 
high  standards  gilded  with  great  expectations.  Her  nursing  was  not  just  a  profession,  but  a  way  of  life.  She 
elicited  from  us  only  what  she  demanded  of  herself.  Her  leadership  was  bom  of  love.  Her  power,  strength  and 
love  touched  our  lives.”  Corky  died  suddenly  on  Easter  Sunday,  1986.  She  was  on  her  way  to  Easter  Services  at 
the  Old  West  Church  on  Cambridge  Street.  She  had  a  cart  with  food  for  the  reception,  and  freshly  laundered 
vestments  for  the  minister.  Per  usual,  she  was  helping  others.  In  choosing  the  recipient  for  this  award,  we  look 
for  someone  who  embodies  the  qualities  of  Adele  Corkum  -  admirable,  diligent,  extraordinary,  loyal,  energetic, 
loving,  caring,  inspiring,  spiritual,  kind,  understanding,  insightful,  and  always  looking  out  for  others. 

The  recipient  in  March  2015  was  Frania  Ciszewski 
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Mary  Flannery  Caira  Scholarship 

The  criteria  for  the  award  include  a  dedicated  student  in  the  master’s  degree  in  nursing 
program  good  academic  standing,  who  has  completed  the  generalist  program  at  the  MGHIHP 
and  who  is  actively  engaged  in  the  educational  process  while  concurrently  employed.  A 
professional  nursing  student  whose  clinical  proficiency,  leadership,  education,  and  mentoring 
skills  demonstrate  a  dedication  to  quality  patient  and  family  care  and  a  professional  nursing 
student  whose  dedication  to  advance  professional  practice  includes  a  commitment  to  serve  in 
organized  professional  groups  and  associations  whose  mission  is  to  advance,  support  and 
lead  professional  practice  and  the  individuals  likewise  committed.  The  award  was  established 
June  25,  2014.

Miriam  “Mim”  Huggard  Scholarship 

Miriam  “Mim”  Huggard,  a  1931  graduate  of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing,  spent  her  entire 
career  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  Following  her  retirement,  she  remained  at  her 
beloved  MGH,  volunteering  countless  hours  in  various  areas  of  her  interests  including  the 
MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association  (MGHNAA)  where  she  continued  to  help  the  associa¬ 
tion  and  its  graduates.  Mim  was  bom  and  raised  in  New  Brunswick  Canada  and  entered  the 
MGH  Training  School  for  Nurses  in  1928  to  train  as  an  MGH  nurse.  Following  graduation 
she  worked  as  a  staff  nurse  in  the  Baker  Memorial  Building  and  soon  thereafter  in  1942,  she 
was  appointed  a  Nursing  Supervisor  in  the  MGH  Phillips  House  Nursing  Service  and  a  part 
time  nursing  instructor  in  the  MGH  Staff  Education  Department.  From  1965  to  her  retire¬ 
ment  in  1976,  Mim  served  as  the  Director  of  the  MGH  Phillips  House  Nursing  Service  with  distinction. 

She  was  continuously  active  with  the  MGHNAA,  serving  in  many  capacities  over  the  years  both  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  and  as  a  member  of  various  committees.  She  contributed  as  the  Alumnae  Historian  for  the  associa¬ 
tion  and  worked  to  keep  the  history  of  the  MGHNAA  alive.  In  addition,  from  1939  until  its  closure  in  1980, 
Mim  was  the  Treasurer  of  the  Sick  Relief  Fund,  a  group  of  MGH  graduates  who  provided  support  for  MGH¬ 
NAA  members  who  did  not  have  sick  pay  or  health  insurance.  Once  retired,  Mim  turned  her  full-time  energies 
to  full-time  volunteering.  She  volunteered  in  the  MGH  Flower  Shop  three  days  a  week  and  in  the  MGH  Nurses’ 
Alumnae  Office  two  days  a  week.  In  1997  the  MGHNAA  awarded  her  the  Unsung  Hero  Award  for  her  tireless 
dedication  to  the  Alumnae  Association.  She  was  later  awarded  the  A  lumnae  A  chievement  A  ward  for  excel- 
lence,  innovation,  and  dedication  to  the  practice  of  nursing  at  the  125  Celebration  of  Nursing  Education  at  the 
MGH  in  1998.  Mim  was  a  gracious  and  noble  woman  who  embraced  change.  Her  exemplary  core  values  were 
palpable  in  her  daily  work  and  in  her  personal  life.  She  was  a  committed  nurse  devoted  to  her  patients  and  a 
nursing  leader  dedicated  to  her  staff.  Throughout  her  career  Mim  exemplified  all  that  embodies  nursing.  As  a 
teacher  and  mentor  she  passed  this  legacy  on  to  countless  numbers  of  MGH  nurses.  In  her  memory  and  in  honor 
of  her  work  and  dedication  to  both  the  MGH  and  the  MGHNAA,  this  $5000  scholarship  is  given  to  a  student  in 
the  MGHIHP  School  of  Nursing  Accelerated  BSN  Program  at  the  start  of  their  final  semester. 

Criteria  for  the  Miriam  “Mim”  Huggard  Scholarship  include:  demonstration  of  exemplary  clinical  skills  during 
the  first  three  semesters  of  the  program.  (Faculty  should  give  specific  examples  in  letter  of  recommendation); 
embodiment  of  the  core  values  identified  above  that  made  Mim  an  exceptional  nurse,  leader,  and  mentor.  Con¬ 
sideration  for  a  student  who  is  working  or  who  has  worked  at  the  MGH  or  in  lieu  of  such,  a  student  who  is 
placed  at  the  MGH  in  the  Role  Immersion/Clinical  Elective  course  in  the  final  semester  of  the  program. 

Faculty  of  the  Accelerated  BSN  Program  should  submit  letters  of  recommendation  for  students  who  meet  the 
criteria  by  the  end  of  March  to  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association.  Nursing  student  candidates  should  sub¬ 
mit  a  clinical  exemplar/narrative  describing  a  situation  that  best  describes  a  meaningful  nursing  experience.  The 
MGHNAA  Board  will  make  a  final  decision  and  award  the  scholarship  prior  to  the  start  of  the  final  semester 
(May)  to  assist  with  tuition.

Loyd  Nichols  Staats  Scholarship 

The  Loyd  Nichols  Staats  Scholarship  is  established  under  the  aegis  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association  (MGHNAA)  Endowed  Fund  at  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  (MGH)  Institute  School  of  Nursing.  It  is  a  $5000  award 
presented  to  a  student  in  the  Accelerated  BSN  program  at  the  start  of  the  final  semester  to 
assist  with  tuition  cost. 

This  scholarship  was  founded  by  Mary  Hortense  Staats,  a  resident  of  Ohio  who  graduated 
from  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  in  1937.  She  continued  her  education,  obtaining  a  Bach¬ 
elor  of  Science  in  Nursing  Education  from  Columbia  University  and  a  Master  of  Health  Education  from  Boston 
University  as  well  as  a  certificate  from  Simmons  College  for  Women  in  Public  Health  Nursing.  She  worked  in 
public  health  nursing  with  the  Boston  Visiting  Nursing  Association,  and  as  a  school  nurse  and  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  nurse  in  Montclair  NJ,  and  in  the  rehabilitation  program  of  the  Community  Health  Society  of  New  York 
City.  In  February  1943,  she  entered  the  Navy  Nurse  Corps  from  which  she  retired  in  1964.  Her  service  career 
included  front  line  duty  in  World  War  II  at  US  Mobile  Hospital  Ten,  Command  South  Pacific  at  the  Russells, 
British  Solomon  Islands  and  US  Mobile  Hospital  Five,  Noumea,  New  Caledonia.  In  retirement  she  lived  on  a 
farm,  showing  and  breeding  Santa  Gertrudis  beef  cattle.  Her  hobby  was  genealogical  and  historical  research 
and  was  active  in  many  organizations.  Bom  in  1908  she  was  the  oldest  of  three  children  but  the  only  one  to 
live  past  the  age  of  ten.  She  died  in  1994  at  the  age  of  86.  Her  estate  funded  a  scholarship  for  nursing  students 
to  be  set  up  by  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association  in  memory  of  her  brother  Loyd  who  died  at  the  age  of 
one.  The  faculty  of  the  Accelerated  BSN  Program  nominates  and  selects  the  individual  to  receive  this  Scholar¬ 
ship  annually.

The  Student  Paper  Award  is  open  all  students  enrolled  in  the  MGHIHP  School  of  Nursing.  The  award  is  giv¬ 
en  to  recognize  creative  and  innovative  writing  skills  through  either  defining  the  meaning  of  nursing  to  them  as 
an  individual  or  writing  on  a  current  topic  in  nursing.  Papers  must  be  submitted  to  the  Communications  and 
Publications  Committee  of  the  MGHNAA  by  December  first  each  year.  The  winning  paper  will  be  recognized 
by  a  $750  cash  award  to  the  writer  and  will  be  published  in  the  annual  issue  of  The  Record.  Submissions 
should  be  in  electronic  format  to  mghnursealumnae@partners.org.  The  paper  should  not  exceed  ten  pages  in 
total  and  must  include  the  students  name,  email  address,  mailing  address  and  phone  number.  All  submissions 
will  be  notified  by  email  when  received  and  the  winning  award  recipient  will  be  notified  within  two  weeks  after 
the  submission  deadline.  The  Communications  and  Publications  Committee  of  the  MGFINAA  will  review  all 
papers  with  a  focus  on  ideas  presented,  writing  style,  and  the  general  interest  of  the  topic  to  the  members  of  the 
Alumnae  Association.  Decisions  are  made  by  the  Committee.

The  Barbara  A.  Dunderdale  Day  and  Annual  Lecture  on  the  Future  of  Nursing 

The  Barbara  Dunderdale  Annual  Lecture  on  the  Future  of  Nursing  was  created  in  2014  by 
the  Department  of  Nursing  and  a  grateful  family  to  honor  Barbara’s  (class  of  1963)  forty  plus 
years  of  outstanding  leadership  at  the  MGH,  leadership  which  I  personally  benefitted  from 
during  my  recent  illness.  This  year’s  lecture  will  take  place  on  June  23rd  from  1:30-3  pm. 

The  speaker  will  be  Linda  Aiken,  PhD,  RN,  FAAN,  FRCN,  from  the  University  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia.  Dr.  Aiken  is  best  known  for  her  research  on  the  use  of  performance  measures  to  demon¬ 
strate  relationships  between  nursing  care  and  patient  outcomes  in  the  U.S.  and  abroad.  Her 
research  has  received  many  awards  including  the  National  Academy  of  Medicine’s  2014 
Lienhard  Award  for  the  cumulative  impact  of  her  research  on  the  improvement  of  personal  health  services  and 
the  Joint  Commission’s  Individual  Codman  Award  for  research  impact.

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Continuing  Education  Day,  2015 

While  we  are  studying  all  this  history  we  continue  to  add  to  our  legacy.  Last  September’s  continuing  education 
day  featured  a  panel  presentation  by  four  alumnae  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  during  the  Vietnam  War,  facili¬ 
tated  by  Mary  Larkin.  It  came  about  while  one  of  the  panelists,  Jane  McCarthy,  was  contributing  her  oral  history. 
Recognizing  the  significance  of  that  conversation,  both  Jane  and  Mary  felt  that  it  would  be  important  to  locate 
and  interview  other  graduates  who  served  in  the  military  during  the  Viet  Nam  era.  They  also  talked  about  a 
presentation  for  a  future  alumnae  event.  After  interviewing  three  more  graduates  willing  to  share  their  stories, 
Mary  formed  the  group  and  they  began  their  work.  They  met  by  conference  call  for  about  10  months,  planning 
the  content,  format  and  an  accompanying  slide  show  for  presentation.  It  was  an  historic  and  moving  hour  as  the 
panelists  shared  their  personal  stories  of  service  and  bravery. 


Barbara  Texeira  Goral,  class  of  1967,  served  in  the  Us  Army  in  Cu  Chi,  Vietnam  at  the 
12th  Evacuation  Hospital.  She  returned  to  MGH  to  work  in  the  RICU  and  became  unit  teacher. 
She  received  her  BSN  from  Boston  College,  Masters  from  BU  and  returned  to  the  Army  as  an 
active  reservist  after  several  years.  She  recently  retired  from  her  work  as  a  nurse  practitioner  at 
Tufts  Medical  Center.  Barbara  was  very  active  in  the  movement  to  create  the  Women’s  Vi¬ 
etnam  memorial  in  Washington  DC,  conceived  in  1984  &  dedicated  in  1993.

The  discussion  was  structured  around  three  segments,  addressed  by  each  participant  in  turn,  with  time  for  ques¬ 
tions  following  each  segment: 

What  went  into  your  decision  to  join? 

What  was  it  like  being  there? 

What  was  it  like  coming  home? 


Except  for  their  common  agreement  that  they  worked  very  hard  (12  hour  shifts,  6  or  7  days  a  week  with 
as  many  as  50  patients),  the  responses  by  the  panelists  were  distinctly  different  from  each  other,  depending 
on  when  &  where  they  served,  and  the  type  of  work  they  were  doing.  The  four  perspectives  gave  a  vivid 
picture  of  their  varied  experiences,  without  detailing  the  day-to-day  horrors  which  everyone  in  the  room 
could  feel  just  beneath  the  surface.  Slides  from  the  era,  provided  by  each  of  the  panelists  enhanced  the 
presentation. 

All  acknowledged  that  their  MGH  training  helped  them  to  cope  with  the  impossibly  difficult  situations 
in  which  they  found  themselves  as  20-21  year  old  new  graduates.  In  addition  to  the  work,  expectations  of 
their  colleagues  were  particularly  high  when  it  was  discovered  they  were  graduates  of  the  MGH.  When 
Barbara  reported  for  duty  on  arrival,  her  commanding  officer  said,  “Oh,  you’re  from  Mother  of  God  Hos¬ 
pital,”  and  gave  her  a  tough  assignment  right  away.  After  one  week  in-country,  Sheila  was  sent  to  work  in 
Triage.  Ten  hours  later  when  they  got  a  break,  the  other  nurse,  Jane,  asked  her  where  she  went  to  school 
and  when  she  said  MGH  the  response  was,  “Ah,  the  Mecca.  But  I’m  just  as  good,  I  went  to  Bellevue.”  At 
Walter  Reed,  Bobbie  encountered  an  unfamiliar  piece  of  equipment.  When  the  surgeon  explained  it  was  a 
chest  suction  apparatus,  Bobbie  asked,  “but  where  are  the  other  two  bottles?”  The  surgeon’s  sarcastic  re¬ 
sponse,  “Oh  gosh,  we’ve  been  blessed,  we  have  a  nurse  from  the  Mass  General  here.” 

Another  striking  commonality  was  the  way  that  their  separation  from  the  Army  occurred  without  any 
transition,  landing  in  the  US  one  day  and  discharged  the  next  into  a  sometimes  hostile  environment,  in  one 
case  without  even  an  assist  to  get  to  her  home  3000  miles  away.  It  must  have  been  very  jarring. 

At  the  end  of  the  presentation  a  member  of  the  audience  stood  and  expressed  the  feeling  of  the  group 
when  she  said,  “It  was  such  an  informative  panel  and  so  moving  to  hear  your  stories.  I  am  so  proud  of 
you.  What  we  heard  today  we’ve  never  heard  with  such  understanding  and  depth.  I  think  you  are  our 
heroes,”  at  which  point  the  entire  audience  rose  spontaneously  as  one  to  honor  our  fellow  alumnae  who 
had  served. 

The  session  was  taped  and  will  be  preserved  in  our  archives.

The  Nursing  History  Committee  is  a  group  working  under  the  aegis  of  MGH  Patient  Care  Services.  It  is 
comprised  of  interested  individuals  from  Patient  Care  Services,  the  MGHNAA,  a  Research  Librarian  formerly  at 
Treadwell  Library,  the  Russell  Museum,  and  others  including  local  nurse/historian,  Mary  Ellen  Doona.  This  group 
meets  monthly  to  work  on  several  joint  initiatives  and  projects. 

*  Digitization  of  The  Quarterly  Record/The  Record  by  archive.org  is  now  complete.  The  next  items  to  be 
digitized  will  be  our  yearbooks.  We  are  working  on  getting  links  to  these  records  on  our  website. 

*  Anticipating  the  centenary  of  America’s  entry  into  World  War  One,  the  group  is  working  on  some  projects 
related  to  that  period,  including  some  sort  of  publication  and  various  displays.  We  are  currently  researching  the  lives 
of  some  of  the  MGH  alumnae  who  went  abroad  during  the  war  and  nursing  practices  at  the  time. 

*  We  are  also  creating  and  extending  connections  with  other  nursing  history-related  and  archives  organiza¬ 
tions  and  beginning  to  write  for  wider  publication,  including  an  upcoming  article  in  MARN. 

*  MGH  SON  Archives,  “The  Sherwin  Collection,”  has  been  moved  from  the  IHP  in  Charlestown  to  the 
MGH  Warehouse  in  Somerville,  which  houses  other  MGH  artifacts  and  a  large  work  space.

Hannah  Potter,  our  longtime  archives  support  person  at  the  IHP,  has  fully  retired  from  the  Institute.  The  Association 
is  most  grateful  for  her  support,  guidance  and  careful  management  of  the  collection  since  at  least  2005.  There  are  at 
this  point  only  two  volunteers  continuing  to  catalogue  The  Sherwin  Collection  (the  project  that  Hannah  began).  We 
are  more  than  three  quarters  finished  and  would  welcome  any  additional  help  to  finish  the  job.  New  volunteers  need 
to  register  with  the  MGH  Volunteer  Office,  attend  an  orientation  and  obtain  a  badge.  Contact  the  NAA  Office  for 
details. 

The  Oral  History  Project  has  continued  to  make  slow  progress.  About  75+  interviews  have  been  conducted  over 
the  life  of  the  project,  not  including  tape  recordings  of  administrators,  teachers  and  clinicians  and  written  question¬ 
naires  completed  when  the  project  began.  Some  of  our  earliest  graduates  still  living  have  been  interviewed,  and 
Mary  Larkin  did  a  videotape  of  Hazen  Jaziemey  (1948)  demonstrating  the  making  of  an  MGH  cap.  One  very  pos¬ 
itive  move  is  that  the  project  has  come  under  the  umbrella  of  the  Nursing  History  Committee.  Their  support  is  inval¬ 
uable.  The  biggest  obstacles  to  moving  forward  are  time,  distance  from  each  other  and  manpower.  Anyone  with  an 
interest  either  in  contributing  a  history  or  taking  histories  please  contact  the  office.

These  are  ongoing,  highly  committed  and  energetic  groups  with  an  abundance  of  ideas  for  future  projects.  Many 
thanks  to  all  who  have  donated  their  memorabilia  from  our  school  years,  and  to  those  who  have  contributed  their  oral 
histories.  Both  collections  are  growing  and  we  continue  to  actively  seek  donations  of  physical  items  and  of  memories.

Those  of  us  involved  in  the  historical  efforts  are  continually  surprised  by  what  our  nursing  forebears  have  left 
for  us.  The  Sherwin  Collection  forms  the  foundation  of  our  holdings,  but  as  we  have  worked  along  we  have 
discovered  that  our  history  is  evolving  and  expanding  as  we  uncover  new  links  to  other  parts  of  the  history  of  our 
graduates,  our  school  and  the  hospital.  We  have  brought  together  things  that  were  never  together  before,  made 
connections  where  none  existed  previously  and  thus  enriched  the  entire  story.  Below  are  some  examples.

Bottom  row  from  left:  Rebecca  Taylor,  em¬ 
ployed  1826-1866;  Mrs.  Julia  Sweeny,  night 
nurse,  came  from  Joy  St.  Descriptions  are  from 
notations  on  reverse  of  each  photo.  One  has  to 
wonder  who  had  the  foresight  to  save  these  -  no 
school,  no  “trained”  nurses,  no  Helen  Sherwin. 


The  Sherwin  Collection  contains  a  1936  note  from  the  daughter  of  the  then 
oldest  living  ex-employee  of  the  hospital,  Mary  Norris,  age  93,  along  with  a 
Boston  Globe  article  about  Mrs.  Norris.  Also  in  the  folder  is  a  transcript  of 
the  interview  Miss  Sleeper  conducted  with  Norris  shortly  after  receiving  the 
note.  Norris  began  working  at  MGH  at  age  18,  never  having  been  inside  a 
hospital  before.  Within  months  she  was  assistant  head  nurse  and  after  a  year 
was  asked  by  Dr.  Shaw  to  be  head  nurse,  a  job  she  held  from  1862-68.  There  were  no  “trained”  nurses  in  the  US 
until  Linda  Richards  got  her  diploma  in  1872.  As  Norris  says,  “There  were  no  classes;  one  nurse  taught  another 
what  she  knew.” 

The  pin  cushion  pictured  above  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  hospital  presumably  since  the  mid- 1800s.  It  was 
purportedly  the  property  of  Dr.  John  Collins  Warren  (founder),  although  there  is  no  provenance  with  the  item.  Its 
function  &  significance  were  unknown  to  anyone  in  today’s  world  until  we  connected  it  with  Mary  Norris’s 
recollection  recorded  by  Ruth  Sleeper:  “As  head  nurse  on  Ward  29,  every  two  weeks  I  had  to  send  up  a  tray  to  the 
operating  room.  On  it  were  placed  bandages,  compresses,  hot  oil,  and  a  pin  cushion  with  the  needles  in  it.”  So 
this  is  Dr.  Warren’s  pin  cushion,  needles  and  silk  suture  material  still  in  place,  and  thanks  to  Mary  Norris,  record¬ 
ed  by  Ruth  Sleeper  and  a  modem  day  intermediary,  we  now  know  how  it  was  used.  It  is  currently  on  display  at 

the  Russell  Museum. 


This  is  the  earliest  known  photograph  of  a  graduate  of  the  school  (second  graduating 
class),  Lucretia  Brigham,  class  of  1876.  It  was  discovered  during  the  move  in  a  box  with 
other  framed  photos  and  is  not  part  of  the  Sherwin  Collection.  Brigham  was  bom  in  1838, 
and  in  1925  was  living  in  Southboro,  MA,  aged  87.  She  was  noted  then  to  be  one  of  the 
oldest  living  graduates  of  the  school.  A  scholarship  fund  in  her  memory  was  created  by  her 
grand-neice,  Miss  Irene  Newton,  in  1983,  the  interest  from  which  benefits  IHP. 
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An  amazing  very  recent  find  in  the  ex-Treadwell,  ex-Palmer  Davis  Library  collection  of  historical  nursing  books  is 
a  small,  rather  tattered  notebook  67  pages  long.  In  the  front  are  four  handwritten  pages  of  index,  an  alphabetical  list 
of  names  with  page  references,  followed  by  a  page  for  each  individual  listed  in  the  index.  This  was  tucked  up  on  a 
shelf  until  someone  became  curious  and  took  a  closer  look.  The  names  are  all  members  of  the  nursing  staff  of  Base 
Hospital  #6  during  1917-1918  and  this  is  the  duty  record  for  each  individual  listed.  Shown  below  are  page  one  of  the 
index,  and  the  records  of  Lucy  Fletcher  and  Anna  H.  Gardiner.  Fletcher  was  class  of  1888  and  also  a  1910  graduate 
of  Radcliffe  College.  She  contracted  meningitis  while  serving  at  Base  Hospital  #6  in  Bordeaux  and  died  there  after  a 
six  month  siege.  Her  nurse  comrades  took  turns  specialling  her  throughout.  She  is  buried  in  France.  Gardiner  was 
class  of  1914.  In  2012,  some  ninety  years  after  her  original  service  in  France,  she  was  given  (posthumously)  a  me¬ 
morial  service  with  full  military  honors.  She  had  a  long  and  distinguished  career  in  education,  holding  bachelor’s  and 
master’s  degrees,  and  she  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Duke  University  School  of  Nursing.

Another  veteran  of  Base  hospital  #6  in  the  log  book  is  Frances  Ladd,  class  of  1 91 1 .  We  had  previously  discovered  in 
a  box  in  our  office,  her  aluminum  ID  tag  and  WWI  medal  (pictured).  Later,  while  looking  through  a  copy  of  the 
book.  History  of  Base  Hospital  #6,  we  discovered  it  was  her  own  (signed)  copy  &  contained  her  typed  account  of 
some  of  her  professional  experiences  in  Bordeaux  in  the  OR,  where  she  appears  to  have  spent  most  of  her  time,  a  fact 
which  is  confirmed  by  her  page  in  the  recently  unearthed  duty  log.  The  newly  searchable  QR  tells  us  she  worked  as 
surgical  Supervisor  at  MGH  prior  to  her  war  service  and  was  Superintendent  of  Faulkner  Hospital  and  it’s  School  of 
Nursing  from  1920-1945,  where  there  is  a  building  named  for  her.  Her  obituary  tells  us  she  also  graduated  from  Sim¬ 
mons  College,  was  vice  president  of  the  MA  Hospital  Association  and  the  American  Hospital  Association,  and  held 


memberships  in  the  NLNE.  MNA,  International  Hospital  Association.  MGH  NAA.  The  little  pieces  of  her  life  filed 
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A  great  story  blossomed  through  an  email  a  year  ago  from  a  couple  who  had  inherited  a  house  in  Blue  Hill,  ME. 
In  the  house  they  found  an  old  photo  album  belonging  to  a  Helen  Joy  Hinckley.  Their  internet  research  led  them 
to  conclude  that  the  nursing  caps  in  some  of  the  photos  might  be  those  of  MGH  nurses.  Having  no  family  connec¬ 
tion  to  Ms.  Hinckley,  they  wrote  to  the  MGH  history  website  to  see  if  we  might  be  interested  in  adding  the  album 
to  our  collection.  A  glance  at  our  1940  Directory  showed  she  was  indeed  MGH,  class  of  1913.  Patty  Austen  made 
the  initial  contacts  and  secured  it  for  us.  It  proved  to  be  a  treasure,  full  of  pictures  of  Hinckley’s  experiences  dur¬ 
ing  her  first  year  in  France  at  the  American  Ambulance  Hospital,  Paris,  during  1914-15.  Our  research  reveals  that 
she  later  served  with  Helen  Dore  Boylston  at  General  Hospital  #22,  the  Harvard  Surgical  Unit,  and  was  one  of 
three  nurses  there  to  be  awarded  the  Order  of  the  Royal  Red  Cross  by  the  British  Government.  Her  career  after  the 
war  took  her  to  many  places  around  the  country,  ending  up  back  at  the  MGH  as  Assistant  Supervisor  of  the  Baker 
Memorial  until  her  retirement  to  her  home  in  Blue  Hill,  ME.  She  died  there  at  only  sixty-six  years  old. 

We  learn  a  good  deal  about  Hinckley  from  Boylston’s  war  diary:  “Joy  Hinckley  dropped  into  camp  for  a  few 
minutes  today.  Since  I  have  been  gone  she  has  been  given  the  amazing  job  of  running  a  laundry  in  Etaples  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  washing  gauze  according  to  the  approved  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  methods.  It  was  her 
own  idea,  and  it  has  already  saved  the  British  Government  a  good  many  hundreds  of  pounds.  Nobody  can  say  that 
MGH  nurses  are  lacking  initiative,  though  1  never  knew  anyone  like  Joy  for  starting  things.”(2/14/1918).  And  this: 
“Now  and  again  in  the  evenings  I  go  up  to  Joy’s  room  and  we  talk  till  all  hours.  Joy  has  a  splendid  mind,  keen, 
analytical,  humorous.  She  sits  propped  up  among  her  pillows  in  bed  and  I  curl  up  in  a  chair  and  we  talk.  The 
brass  shell-cases  gleam  in  the  candle-light,  and  the  rough,  brown  boards  and  blue  curtains  are  splotched  with  wa¬ 
vering  shadows.  The  little  stove  glows  and  snuffles,  and  thin  tails  of  cigarette  smoke  loop  around  the  candle  and 
drift  away  through  the  cracks  in  the  wall.  It  is  very  pleasant. ”(6/26/1 8  -  no  wonder  she  became  a  writer,  ed.).

passport;  OR  scene,  presumably  Paris;  receiving  wounded  at  Paris;  postcard  (from  a  grateful  patient) 
which  apparently  followed  her  across  France  &  home  to  Pinckney  Street  in  1915.  She  returned  to 
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The  Russell  Museum  of  Medical  History  &  Innovation  has  been  a  wonderful  addition  to  the  MGH  campus. 
Talked  about  for  many  years,  it  finally  became  a  reality  in  201 1,  coinciding  with  the  200th  anniversary  of  the 
hospital’s  founding.  Financed  entirely  by  donations  from  individuals  and  departments  (including  a  generous 
one  from  the  NAA)  and  not  from  the  hospital’s  budget,  it  is  free  and  open  to  the  public  from  9-5  Monday 
through  Friday  and  some  summer  Saturdays.  It  mounts  rotating  exhibits  highlighting  medical  and  surgical  in¬ 
novation  past,  present  and  future,  and  presents  a  regular  lecture  series  on  timely  topics  with  guest  lecturers  from 
within  and  outside  of  the  hospital.  These  are  held  monthly  on  Thursday  evenings  from  6-8pm  (and  include  re¬ 
freshments). 

In  addition  it  has  become  an  extremely  popular  site  for  hospital  and  department  functions.  Who  remembers 
“The  Penthouse”  on  White  14,  and  “The  Chalet,”  that  cave-like  function  room  in  the  sub-basement  of  the  Gray 
building?  The  museum,  with  it’s  rooftop  garden,  has  a  lovely  “off-campus”  feel  without  leaving  premises  (and 
without  The  Liberty’s  price  tag).  Several  of  the  SON  50th  anniversary  classes  have  had  celebratory  dinners 
there  at  Homecoming,  catered  by  the  hospital. 

The  museum  also  coordinates  various  archives  activities  with  groups  at  the  hospital  including  the  Somerville 
Group,  the  Nursing  History  Committee,  the  Archives  and  Special  Collections  Room  in  Ruth  Sleeper  Hall,  and 
with  community  and  school  groups. 


Sarah  Alger,  Director  of  the  Russell  Museum,  has  been  a  strong  supporter  of  nursing  in 
general  and  of  our  multiple  history  efforts  in  particular.  Her  report  of  recent  and  upcoming 
museum  activities  follows. 

The  year  2015  was  a  busy  one  for  the  Russell  Museum,  thanks  in  part  to  HUB  week, 
a  weeklong  celebration  of  innovation  in  October  that  was  sponsored  by  MGH,  MIT, 
Harvard  and  the  Boston  Globe.  The  museum  hosted  a  series  of  five  lectures  entitled, 
“Perspectives  in  Healing:  Women  in  Medicine,”  and  mounted  an  accompanying 
exhibit  about  women  in  health  care  at  MGH.  Speakers  included  fonner  U.S.  District  Court 
Judge  Nancy  Gertner  on  neuroscience  and  the  law;  MGH  physician-writer  Suzanne  Koven  on  doctors  reporting 
the  news;  and  MGH  psychologist  Nancy  Etcoff  on  happiness,  which  drew  a  record  museum  crowd. 

Shortly  after,  the  museum  welcomed  Pulitzer  Prize  winner  Ellen  Goodman  for  a  panel  discussion  of  pallia¬ 
tive  care.  Goodman  is  co-founder  of  the  Conversation  Project,  an  effort  to  spur  people  to  talk  about  their  end- 
of-life  wishes.  More  recently,  Dr.  Annie  Brewster  spoke  about  her  ongoing  project  gathering  personal  stories 
from  patients,  their  family  membrs  and  providers  about  coping  with  a  variety  of  conditions.  This  project  has 
produced  an  app  called  Sharing  Clinic,  which  allows  users  to  listen  to  audio  clips  of  these  stories.  Sharing 
Clinic  can  be  found  upstairs  at  the  museum. 

Coming  up:  On  March  15,  Pagan  Kennedy,  author  of  new  book,  Inventology.  will  discuss  the  process  of 
innovation  with  MGH  innovators  Nat  Sims  and  Alice  Flaherty.  On  April  5,  MGH  chief  emeritus  of  radiology 
James  Thrall  will  discuss  the  legacy  of  Saul  Hertz,  discoverer  of  radioactive  iodine.  And  on  May  10,  MGH 
dermatology  chief  David  Fisher  will  discuss  the  dangers  of  the  sun. 

In  April,  the  museum  will  mount  a  temporary  exhibit  about  the  legacy  of  Saul  Hertz.  Also  for  April,  the  mu¬ 
seum  is  working  with  the  cardiac  surgery  department  on  a  special  exhibit  about  60  years  of  the  heart-lung  ma¬ 
chine  at  MGH.  And  also  in  that  month,  the  museum  will  again  take  part  in  the  Cambridge  Science  Festival, 
which  coincides  with  public  school  vacation  week  and  the  Boston  Marathon. 

Also  of  interest,  Sarah  Alger  contributes  short  posts  on  the  history  blog,  “Wonders  and  Marvels,” 
(wondersandmarvels.com)  about  aspects  of  and  figures  in  MGH  history,  the  most  recent  of  which  was  Dr.  J. 
Walter  Dodd  (he  was  married  to  MGH  SON  graduate  Margaret  Lea,  class  of  1902  -  ed). 

Sarah  also  notes  that  the  number  of  groups  touring  the  museum  has  more  than  doubled  over  the  past  year 
and  total  visitors  have  significantly  increased  as  well. 


There  are  two  areas  of  opportunity  for  volunteering  with  the  museum:  The  first  is  helping  with  the  Special 
Collections  in  Somerville.  At  this  repository  of  MGH  artifacts,  help  is  needed  to  organize,  catalog  and  photo¬ 
graph  items.  The  second  is  the  docent  program,  which  involves  more  contact  with  the  public  and  working  in 
the  museum.

We  remain  an  important  resource  for  family  members  looking  for  information  about  relatives.  Just  his  week 
there  was  an  email  request  to  the  Russell  Museum  from  an  individual  who  is  writing  a  family  history,  seeking 
information  about  her  mother’s  cousin,  a  1916  graduate.  A  brief  glance  reveals  that  she  served  at  Base  Hospital 
#6  and  the  record  of  her  assignments  there  appears  on  page  32  of  the  duty  log.  Searches  for  further  infor¬ 
mation  can  be  made  of  Miss  McCrae’s  meticulous  handwritten  notebooks  containing  her  impressions  of  the 
students  as  they  passed  through  her  class;  of  the  academic  records  of  the  time  (transcripts  maintained  at  the  IHP 
go  back  75  years;  records  prior  to  that  are  in  the  Sherwin  Collection  and  on  microfilm);  and  through  a  search  of 
the  Quarterly  Record.
